Applicants hereby traverse the restriction on the ground that an additional search of 
Groups II, III, and IV, claims 67, 68, and 69, respectively, would not place an undue burden on 
the Examiner. For example, each of the method of claims 67, 68, and 69 require determining a 
systemic property of a biochemical reaction following identifying a reaction or identifying a 
reaction and a candidate drug. Accordingly, a search of the methods of Group I, directed to 
determining a systemic property of a biochemical reaction, would necessarily encompass a 
search of the claims of Groups II, III and IV. Determining whether any of the art identified in 
the search describes an additional step to identifying the cited reaction or candidate drug should 
not present an undue burden on the Examiner since all of the relevant art will have been 
identified.
